HOWEVER, THE US WOULD FULLY SUPPORT THE SUBMISSION. FROM THE 
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CONVERSATION IT APPEARS THAT NOTHING HAD BEEN DONE SINCE THE

BURKE INFORMED DE COSTER THAT THE ECMT/OECD PEDESTRIAN 
SAFETY MEETING HAD BEEN POSTPONED FROM FEBRUARY 1975 
UNTIL APRIL 9 AND 10, 1975. DE COSTER REQUESTED THAT HE 
BE INVITED TO MEETING. THIS WAS SUBSEQUENTLY ARRANGED WITH 
MR. AURBACH OF ECMT SECRETARIAT. 

BURKE PROMISED TO SEND DE COSTER PAPERS SUMMARIZING PEDESTRIAN 

SAFETY SITUATION SO DE COSTER WOULDN'T HAVE TO DIG THROUGH 

FILES. PAPERS WERE SUBSEQUENTLY DELIVERED ON

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6. BELIEVE DISCUSSIONS WITH VAN BUTSEELE (PLOMTEUX DOESN’T

SHE WORKS FOR MINISTER VREBOS WHO MADE 

FORMAL COMMITMENT FOR FOLLOW-ON BY BELGIUM. APPARENTLY THERE 
IS AND HAS BEEN LITTLE OR NO COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN DE COSTER 
AND VREBOS PEOPLE. INCIDENTALLY, VAN BUTSEELE EXPRESSED 
CONCERN THAT BELGIUM HAD FAILED TO SBMIT NAMES FOR THE ROAD 
SAFETY PROGRAM PERSONNEL REPORT PREPARED AUGUST 1974. 

7. NHTSA CONSIDERING ADVISABILITY OF SUBMITTING WRITTEN 
INPUT TO APRIL 9 MEETING INDICATING NATURE OF US INTEREST 
IN AND POTENTIAL CONTRIBUTION TO POSSIBLE FUTURE EFFORTS 
AS DESCRIBED IN UK DRAFT. IF INPUT IS DEVELOPED, IT WILL BE 
MESSAGE TO US MISSION OECD AND US EMBASSY. BRUSSELS FOR 
DELIVERY TO ECMT/OECD AND BELGIUM DELEGATION PRIOR TO APRIL 9
